Beattie is seeking 
reelection from the Fourth District. 
Counties involved in the survey 
include San Bernardino, which pays 
$18,500 annually, and Kern, which

work. 
Other counties include San Luis 
Obispo, 
$12,500;

SACRAMENTO (UPD —A committee that will advise 
the newlv created Bureau of Automotive Repair has been 
told by Gov Ronald Reagan the problem of auto repair 
dealers cheating customers involves “ only a few and not 
the many" repairmen in the state 


“ There are many legitimate people who are in the 
business of repairing autos who do a good job." the 
governor told the new nine-member committee Monday 
“ They must not be tainted by the performance of a few 
(dishonest repairmenL” 


The bureau will administer a program to license auto 
repair dealers in California starting July 1. 


Under 1971 legislation, auto repair businesses must be 
registered The new bureau and the state consumer affairs 
director is empowered to suspend or revoke the licenses of 
dealers who engage in dishonest and unethical practices. 


Consumer Affairs Director Donald G. Livingston told 
committe members the bureau will have 143 full-time staff 
members and unmarked cars for checking the work of 
repairmen. 
He said committee members could start planning public 
hearings on devising regulations “ that will ultimately 
regulate the auto repair industry "

Action moves from court to courtroom 
Pro basketball's 'shlock' era

SAN FRANCISCO — (NEAi — The scene was played 
with the usual dignity of professional basketball. The 
process server approached the bench of the Seattle Sonies 
warily, injunction in hand The coach, Lennie Wilkins, 
retreated hastily. The papers fluttered to the floor. 
Then Jim McDaniels (injunction was to stop him from 
playing) got his lirst field goal in the National Basketball 
Association. Before he was allowed to divulge his feel­ 
ings about that historical event, anyone entering the sanc­ 
tum of the Somes was frisked for electronic devices. 
"No tape recorder!” barked the trainer. 
"No tape recorders!” echoed Wilkins. 
is that a tape recorder!” asked a lawyer-agent, a type 
that’s now as ubiquitous in the dressing room as liniment. 
You think anvone wanted to talk about the game and 
the Sonics’ drive for their first NBA playoff berth, or 
even where McDaniels fits in? The emphasis was all on 
the next court session — federal, not basketball — for 
McDaniels, who recently jumped his contract with the 
Carolina Cougars of the ABA. 
"I wish thev would send him back to North Carolina.” 
bluntly said a veteran player on the rival Golden State 
Warriors. He wasn’t motivated by the threat McDaniels 
might mean to his own team. He was simply disgusted 
with the amorality that now prevades his sport. The 
signing of collegians (Jim Chones of Marquette) before 
their eligibility is gone. The contract jumping. 
The veteran Warrior's feelings were ambivalent be­ 
cause he also resented the serv itude imposed upon players 
by the NBA owners through the reserve clause. But the 
McDaniels case was different, he insisted The man hadn’t 


even played his first year of pro basketball He signed 
originally with Utah and. piqued when he heard about the 
million-dollar contracts given others, he switched to the 
Carolina Cougars with a fantastic deal (which guaranteed 
him $50,000 a year for the next 25 years).

They 
can’t give him much more in Seattle I read where Mc­ 
Daniels gave Carolina a one-hour ultimatum to meet 17 
stipulations—like extra compensation lor having to put 
up with living in North Carolina, with having 1’om Me 
schery as a coach. Things like that. I mean, it’.s crazy 
So’s the whole structure of pro basketball as it veers 
crazily in the direction of a merger. Congress permitting. 
The experienced players think that the contract jumping 
and the premature signing of collegians might even 
hasten an entente cordiale 
They are embarrassed by the "schlock atmosphere ol 
the sport—the legal bickering, the raggedness of game 
officiating, the uninhibited on-court conduct of players 
“Every dissatisfied player," said one man who’s the 
player representative of fiis learn, “ is going to wind up 
in Los Angeles, New York or Milwaukee if he’s good 
enough. Because they’re the ones with the money Karl 
Monroe with the Knicks, Wally Jones and Oscar Robert­ 
son with the Bucks." 


The real transgressors in this situation are the owners, 
who cling to their selfish, archaic system in which the 
home team pockets all the money, making the clubs down 
the ladder forage for the leftovers. Their attitude is get 
it while you can, the hell with the other guy. 


And it induces an atmosphere in which McDaniels and 
others like him ignore valid obligations and get il while 
they can. too.

New bag limit

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing came to life towards the weekend Fish 
are somewhat scattered 
Harbor Associates who operate the launching crane at 
Port Sar. Luis report they put 127 boats in the water last 
week, with a take of 191 salmon. 
Weather conditions have been good, with a slight breeze 
coming up in the afternoon when most boats are in. Party 
boat A B C. operated by John Wilson says conditions were 
fair to good with a near average of about two fish per rod 
Salmon fishing out of Santa Barbara on the spotty side. 
Some small boat operators limited out, others never had a 
strike. What fish were taken were on the large size, 
averaging about 12 pounds. 
As of March 1 a few changes in the DFG rules and 
regulations came into effect. The daily bag limit of fin fish 
has been raised to 20 fish, but not more than ten of one 
species. However there are more restrictive limits on 
many species, as listed in the regulation booklet. As in past 
years, there is no bag limit on albacore, bluefm tuna, 
grumon, jacksmelt, and several other varieties. 
On muti-day offshore ocean trips, anglers on a boat 
whose owner or operator has filed with the DFG at least 48 
hours in advance may take and possess up to 2 bag limits of 
fish The daily limit must be taken on separate days and the 
trip must cover a period of 12 or more hours of the two 
days. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
San Antonio Lake reports bass fishing on the spotty side, 
with the Harris Creek-Bee Rock cave area producing the 
largest fish. Deep running plugs and water dogs best lures 
and bait. 
Lots of panfish being brought in, with worms doing most 
of the work. A few yellow catfish are now showing and are 
being caught in 15 foot of water north of Cemetry Cave. 
Weather around 78 degrees, and water temperature 
averaging 55 degrees. 
Nacimlento Lake set the pace with largemouth bass up to 
6 pounds being taken, better than at any time in the last 
three years. Fish are hitting on a variety of lures, including 
Super Somes, Bayou Boogies and Cordell Spots. 
Crappie fishing somewhat off last week, with a few to 
three pounds being caught. Best fishing in from 8 to 10 feet 
of water. 
White bass are not yet in full swing, but a few are coming 
in every day. Prospects are that this month will bring a 
heavy run of the small scrappers. Average weight is 112 
pounds, and the occasional 2 to 3 pounder being taken. 
Catfishing picking up with some nice catches made in 
deep coves on anchovies. 
Days have been foggy until mid morning, with the 
afternoons sunny and warm Water temperature 57 degrees 
on surface and 46 at 25 feet, keeping the fish in the higher 
level. No wind 
* 
Margarita Lake is improving with bass and crappie 
heading the action, the latter running up to three pounds. 
We still recommend this lake as potential hot spot. A boat is 
almost a must in this water. 
Bass fishing slow in Lopez Lake with the water still on 
the cool side. The lake is getting low, with water being 
taken out for the riparian land owners We find the area 
near the horse corral that used to be good is now to shallow. 
With trout fishing from the shore on the slow side, small 
boats are doing better. 
Cachuma lake still going strong on planted rainbow trout, 
with the occasional lunker being taken. Bass fishing still 
slow, but should pick up as the water warms. 
Casitas Lake reports both trout and bass fishing fair to 
good The water rapidly warming helps the bass fisherman, 
and weekly trout plants make for good action. 
According to a report from the DFG, a bacterial gill 
disease has killed about two million small king salmon at 
the Feather River Hatchery. Fish pathologists are working 
with chemicals, diet improvements, and antibiotics in an 
effort to minimize the outbreak 
This loss should not affect the program to raise about 
900,000 yearlings this year, nor the year’s scheduled 
production of about 9 million small king salmon 
Apparently the outbreak occurred after the temperature of 
the water in the hatchery was raised to minimize the virus 
effect. The increase was just enough to impose conditions 
ideal for the spread of the gill disease. 
The DFG confident that the problem can be solved 
without affecting the hatchery production. About 9 million 
eggs are on hand at the hatchery, and if necessary another 1 
to 112 million eggs may be made available from the federal 
Nimbus Hatchery. 
We are in receipt of a release from the Dept of Parks and 
Recreation that visitors who bring the family pooch into 
units of the State Parks System must have a current license 
or valid proof of rabies inoculation, effective as of 
Februarv 21.

Hummingbird habits 


The humming 
sound of 
its wings gives the 
hummingbird its name. The tiny wings move about 60- 
70 times a second This allows the hummingbird to 
hover in the same spot, fly straight up and down, 
move sideways or back up in mid air 
The smallest birds in the world, hummingbirds 
make up for their lack ol stature by having brightly 
colored plumage. Their feathers can be fiery red, 
emerald green, deep violet, day-glo orange or a 
combination of some of these colors 


The Fairy hummingbird of Cuba, two inches from 
bill to tail, is the smallest bird With a three-inch body 
and a five-inch bill, the Swordbearer of the Andes is 
the largest of these birds. 
The female hummingbird lays two eggs They are 
the size of navy beans and lie in a nest about as big as 
half a walnut shell The baby birds are the size o! 
bumble bees at birth and a teaspoon will hold tour of 
the nestlings. 
The hummingbird nest is made ot soft grass, 
milkweed silk and down from other plants 
The 


outside is covered with moss and lichen and held 
together with spider webs. 
Supplementing their diet of nectar, hummingbirds 
also eat small insects They gather them from spider 
webs, snatch them out of the air or find them on the 
insides of flowers. Because they move so quickly and 
constantly - they can fly 50-75 mph — they must eat 
about every 20 minutes. 
The bills of hummingbirds come in many sizes and 
shapes These diversities allow them to get their food 
from different kinds of flowers. Their tongues are 
tube-shaped so they can suck up the nectar from deep 
inside a flower. The end of the tongue has tiny barbs 
which help them trap insects. 
As an integral part of the ecosystem, hummingbirds 
aid in pollinating flowers. They carry the fine, yellow 
pollen from flower to flower on their beaks and the 
wind caused by the movement of their wings blows 
the pollen through the air 
Several species of hummingbirds are found in 
Lompoc As the weather warms up keep your ears 
open, for chances are that you will hear them before 
you see them

TV in Review

who are winning hands down 
at this point.

television's caution is that 
t h e 
m e d i u m 
s t i l l 
unfortunately is regulated 
by the government. 
O c c a s i o n a l l y , 
a 
freeswinger like Ed Murrow 
or Ted Yates or Martin Carr 
unleashes 
emotion 
and 
crusading in documentary 
efforts, but by and large the 
majority of people working 
in the same area are, like 
most people in any line of 
work, cautious and saddled 
with 
personal 
responsi­ 
bilities. There are also those 
who 
have 
intellectualized 
themselves out of genuine 
contact with their viewers' 
day-to-day lives, and many, 
too 
many, 
whose 
basic 
orientation still seems to be 
the 1930s. 


One of the fascinations of 
watching television is to see 
how young correspondents 
are admitted to the high 
e c he l on 
of 
on- t he - a i r 
newsmen, 
and 
then 
how 
most of them begin to sound 
like and almost duplicate 
the attitudes and manners 
of their predecessors. 
N e w s p a p e r s 
s h o u l d 
capitalize on this. But we 


should also not fail to give 
television credit when 
it 
deserves it. For example, 
last year ABC-TV had a

d o c u m e n t a r y 
a b o u t 
alcoholism The point was 
t h a t 
a l c o h o l i s m 
wa s 
actually the leading drug 
problem in America 
You 
may have noticed that there 
were recent headlines in the 
papers on the same subject, 
and with roughly the same 
point. But ABC-TV’s work 
should be remem bered in 
this area, and be rewarded 
at prize-giving time. 
There are some upcoming 
network documentaries that 
also would seem to be worth 
your while. Next Thursday,

issue, and the broadcast will 
focus on Pontiac, Mich.;

It has also been the topic 
of manv concerned taxpayer groups who 
feel, logically, that multi-million dollar 
school facilities should be used to their lull 
potential. 
Now Wilson Riles, state superintendent 
of public instruction, obviously speaking 
with the feelings of his department ot 
education behind him, predicts that school 
districts everywhere in the state will have 
some type of all-year program within five 
vears.

We believe a local study of the all-year

immediately. By endorsing a study we do 
not 
mean

We 
have strong confidence in the ability ot our 
own administrative personnel to do such a 
study. It is apparent that there is much 
specific information, pro and con, already 
assembled on such programs. It would be a 
matter, simply, to tailor the information

and

recommendation. 
The ordinary citizen, we are sure, can 
easily see advantages and disadvantages 
of an all-year school program. However, it 
is tim e to compile our feelings and settle 
this question once and for all.

The coroner s annual report for 
1971 confirm s what the 1970 report 
did, namely that of the county's five 
cities, 
Lom poc 
had 
a 
lower 
incidence of deaths which required 
investigation 
The coroner scrutinizes all deaths 
of an accidental or unusual nature, 
and those deaths involving persons 
who have not been under the recent 
care of a doctor. 
Beyond all this the 
annual report tells 
us 
a 
num ber 
of 
things some, or at 
least one that will 
be 
of 
interest 
to 
s o c io lo g ists 
and 
e v e n t u a l l y 
t o 
resident experts. 
It has to do with the factor of 
alcohol in motor vehicular deaths. 
The report indicates that m ore than 
51 per cent of the fatalities involved 
alcohol. 
During 
the 
year the 
coroner 
investigated the deaths of 61 persons 
who died in motor vehicle accidents. 
Of these, 34 were the drivers, 22 
p a s s e n g e r s , 
a n d 
f i ve 
w e re 
pedestrians 
The 
interesting 
facts, 
though 
concern the results of investigations 
into 
the 
possibilities of 
alcohol 
involvement Of the 34 drivers who 
met 
death, 
15 
were 
tested 
for 
alcoholic content Eight of the 15 or 
m ore than half proved negative, 
meaning there was no m easurable 
quantity of alcohol in their systems, 
and the testing is exceedingly fine. 
Of the seven who proved positive, 
indicating the presence of alcohol, 
five had alcohol levels of less than 
one-tenth of one per cent. Levels of 
.10 are presumption of drunken 
driving Only two of the drivers who 
died had levels of 10 or in excess of 
that level 
Of the 22 passengers who died in 
motor vehicle accidents, 11 were 
tested for alcohol 
Five of the 11 
proved negative, while of the six 
that were positive, four had alcohol 
levels lower than the 
10, and two 
had levels of 10 or higher 


Age factors are also interesting. 
Twenty-nine of the victims were 
over 25 years of age; 14 were 21 to 25 
years old; 14 were in the 15 to 20- 
year age bracket; while a tragic 
four were under 15 years of age 
Other statistics were interesting, 
at least they may be to some.
